Bradwell, a eoriimercial trnveler, 27 
Eaat Eighty-iiiïth street, M'aa brought 
tip at the Tombs police court yester- 
day afternoon by Detective 
Pinker 
ton, who was accompanied by counsel 
for Mr. Durionator, prosecutor, and 
the Spanish consul in this city, on a 
charge of having forged and uttered 
notes of the denomination <;f $25 to 
the amount of $25,000 on the Spanish 
Bank of Havana. 
Detective Pinker- 
ton stated that about a year ago it 
was discovered heavy forgeries had 
been perpetrated 
on 
the Hpanish 
bank, at Havana, Cuba, of $50 notee, 
which were circulated in New York, 
and also in the rnral districts on the 
Island of Cuba. 
The market became 
flooded with 
them, 
and the 
bank 
found it necessary to call in sill notes 
of that denomination. 
The Sp^nieh 
consul in this city was directed to in- 
Tegtigate the matter, aad he employ- 
ed Detective Pinkerton. About thrse 
months ago it was ascertained 
that 
another counterfeit $25 note on the 
game bank had been prepared. 
Pink- 
erton, in following up several clues, 
was brought in contact with Brad- 
well, who acted as a go-between. 
He 
found that Bradwell was connected 
with men of bad repute, and that he 
endeavored to negotiate with Spanish 
merchants for the sale of a quantity 
of forged papers. Arrangements w re 
made with a Spanish merchant by 
which one of Pinkerton'« detectives 
was introduced as an intermediary 
between the merchant and Bradwell. 
Negotiations were entered into, and 
the detective offered to handle the 
whole issue, and stipulated that it 
should be givea to him exclusively. 
Bradwell informed the detective about 
a week ago that the notes would be 
ready laat Wednesday, and it was 
understood that he was to receive 
thirty cents on the dollar, and that 
the first lot was to consist of |25,000 
in $25 notes. 
An appointment was 
made for a meeting in a iager beer 
saloon, and the detective was on 
hand and represented to Bnidwell 
that he had $8,000 in 
the United 
States bills to be exchanged for the 
counterfeit notes. 
Bradwell handed 
over a valise with the forged notes 
and the detective went out to see a 
friend, who was also a detective, and 
Bradwell ^raa then put under arrest. 
He submitted quietly, but refused to 
say from whom he got the notes, or 
by whom they were printed. 
The 
National bank note company, which 
prepared the original and genuine 
notes, say th© forged notes are good 
imitations. 
I t was stated that the 
accused was formerly a respectable 
merchant in Maiden Lane, and that 
he is an uncle of Sherman Bradwell, 
the "banker, and that he was impli- 
cated in the Alliger forgeries. 
The 
detective says Bradwell was arrested 
once in Philadelphia in connection 
with stolen bonds. 
»Tudge DulBy com- 
mitted him for trialin default ot $10,- 
000 bail, and sent the 
counterfeit 
notes to the district attorney's office.

So much has been said and written 
recently about libel, and the work has 
entered so largely into the politics of 
the day, that, aside from a local 
sense, what it is and what it« lega! 
remedy is, are solutions to two much 
sought for problems. 
Pertaining 
most directly to the newspapera of the 
day, greater weight is given its dt-fiai- 
tion by a journalist, and Mr. E. L 
Godkin, has endeavored to analize the 
subject iu the Drcc-mber Atlantic, 
and most successfully failed. He says: 


"The only really efficient examina- 
tion of the character of candidate.s for 
office is made by the pre^H, and the 
most powerful check, though not by 
any means the only one, in ofiicial 
miáconduct is the inquisitivenesg and 
railing of the newspafiera. This ÍH 
perhiips not an admirable system ol 
inspection, mu< h less an ideal on»^, 
but it is the only one as yet devised, 
and it may be said that without it 
popular government by frequent elec- 
lioa would hardly be possible in our 
time. 
Newspapers, however, could 
not, or wou d not, <io this work if 
kept under close legal restraint. As 
a ßi.Htter of fact, they are virtually 
exempt by law or opinion from ail 
check in the m.ittsr of criticism of 
oificial persons. 
The public virtually 
says to them, 'Say everything that 
cociea into your head about men in 
office; some of it, at leant, will proba- 
bly be true, and our interest will be 
served by having the truth come out 
ia any shape.' " 


In a certain sense and to a small 
extent Mr. Godkin has hit the mark. 
In so far a3 a newspaper test being 
beneficial to a political career, he is 
correct, but when he intin^ates that 
there is no virtual check to unbridled 
criticism, he reveals his ignorance of 
the subject matter. 
But the quota 
tion above is as nothing compared 
with the glaring misrepresenfationH 
below: 


"On thecontinant, the legal immu 
nity believed to be enjoyed by the 
newspapers in this country 
excites 
surprise so great that a distinguished 
French publicist has described the 
American press as ."despotism tem- 
pered by assassination;" his belief 
being that the only real 
remedy 
ap;aiust libel enjoyed by the American 
citizen lies in the murder of edi ors. 
He relates, in illustration of 'his, that 
it is not uncommon for American 
nev.spaper offices to have a memoria! 
marble plate over the door, inscribed 
with the names of the editors who 
have fallen in fight under the weapons 
of persons whom they have slandered, 
together 
with the date of each 
tragedy." 


Now can Mr. Godkin or the editor 
of the Atlantic or the Frenchman 
point to a single newspaper office in 
this country, the doors of which are 
adorned by any iuch tombstones. 


There is a legal remedy for libel, 
and it does not consist in killing ed- 
itors, as Mr. Godkin wouid have us 
believe. 
The remedy is to be found 
in 
the courts, and much 
better 
would it be for the journalism of 
America, if the judicial power was 
oftener resorted to. 
It is a fallacy to 
suppose that "cases can be staved off 
from time to time." 
When you feel 
yourself slandered, libeled by a news- 
paper, seek redress in the law, but 
have a strong case before you attempt 
it. 
The best way to avoid libel, is 
not to lay yourself liable to the un- 
just criticisms of the newsmonger.

PETER EÔEIïï; 


Brief Sketch of the Life and 
Death of a Prominent and 
Esteemed Citizen. 


A Career of Usefalness Pre- 
maturely Ended h y an 
Incurable Disease. 


The Remains of the Deceased 
Btiried To day with Appro- 
priate Ceremonies. 


The 
Funeral 
Largely At- 
tended.

The funeral of the late Peter Moran, 
took place this morning, shortly after 
9 o'clock, the time previously an- 
nounced. 
The cortege was unusually 
long, and included many of Fort 
Wayne's most 
promineot 
citizens, 
showing the high esteem in which the 
deceased had l^en held during his life 
of usefulness and enterprise. 


The services were conducted at the 
Cathedral (Roman Catholic) and the 
remains were interred in the Catholic 
cemetery. 


For some time prior to his death, 
Mr, Moran had been afflicted with 
that dread complaint, Bright's dis- 
ease of the kidneys. A few days ago, 
however, he w.^s seen on the streets, 
apparently in a moderate state of 
health. 
It is said that he took con- 
gestive chills, which hastened his 
death, which otherwise mi),iit have 
been deferred for some time longer, . 


THE 
SENTINEL is indebted to a 
near and dear friend of the bereaved 
family for the following interesting 
sketch of Mr. Moran's life: 


Death has removed from among us 
another of the ol i residents of Fort 
Wayne. 
Among those who knew 
Peter Moran, none was more esteem- 
ed and respected for his real worth 
than he. His intimate friends mourn 
his los^. Every one who knew him 
feels that this community has been 
deprived of one of its most useful 
and respected members. 


Peter Moran was born in iVJulti- 
farm, county of West Meath, Ireland, 
on the 7th of August, 1818. He was 
therefore over 62 years of age at the 
time of his death. 
He came to this 
country in May, 1839. 
Heianded in 
New York, where he remained for a 
short time, and then went to Freder- 
ick, Maryland, in 184!), where he 
married Rachel Ann Nu sbaum, who 
survives him. He remained six years 
in Maryland, working at his trade, 
which was that of a currier. 
Thence 
he went to Cincinnati, Ohio, where 
he worked at his trade for two years 
and then moved to Fori Wayne, ar- 
riving 
here 
in 
August, 
1848 
He 
worked at 
his 
trade 
here 
for 
some 
years, 
and 
pan: 
of the time until 1860 he was engaged 
in carrying the mail from the P., F. 
W. & C. depot to the postofiice. 


In 1860 he went into the ice busi 
ness, and was engaged in it up to th(i 
time of his death. How faithfully and 
honestly he has pursued his business 
during these many years, the people 
of Fort Wayne can amply testify. Ho 
leaves his widow and four children, 
three sons and one daughter, to mourn 
his death. 
Mr. Moran, by devotion 
to his business 
and by 
living 
up 
to 
strict 
principles 
of 
economy and sound business habits 
accumulated quite a handsome for- 
tune. His estate consists mo^tly of real 
property. And as Mr. Moran made 
it a rule to pay as he went, he has left 
no debts. 


Peter Moran has not only left his 
children a fair share of this world's 
goods to start in life, but he has left 
that which is of far more intrinsic 
value, an honest, re.«!pected name, a 
noble example of what careful, dili- 
gent, energetic efforts can accom- 
plish. 
Mr. Moran 
had a 
good 
practical business 
education. 
He 
had but very little means when he 
came to Fort Wayne. But what he 
lacked in this respect, he made up by 
steady habits, industry and conscien- 
cious discharge of every obligation 
which he owed to his neighbors and 
fellow-citizens. 
Thus he soon gained 
the respect and codfidence of his busi- 
ness associates, which was of incal- 
culable advantage to hini in his busi- 
ness career. 
Peter Moran was ambi- 
tious to succeed ia life, to acquire a 
competency. He eagerly embraced the 
opportunities offered in this land of 
his adoption, which were denied to 
him in his own native land. 
And 
yet he was not too impatient. 
Ho 
was willing to wait for the arrival of 
success born of honest, patient labor, 
rather than employ doabtful methods, 
which might shorten the distance be- 
tween him and his object, but which 
would be sure to take away the true 
enjoyment 
which 
success 
should 
bring. 


We are not writing about one 
of the world's bo called 
Iteroes, 
who 
gained 
his honors by 
oppression and wrong, but of a plain 
businessman of this community, who 
has passed from among 
and yet 
there is not one of such whom the 
world calls great, who would net at the 
last solemn moment give all their 
empty titles and honors if they could 
have it truthfully said of them what 
is attributed to the subjcct of thia 
sketch. 


Peter Morau was a most kind and 
faithful husband, an indulgent and 
loving father, and a firm unweavering 
friend. 
In the true 
acceptance 
of 
the 
term, 
he 
was 
an 
honest man. 
He performed his whole 
duty to his family, his neighbors and 
to the community. 
He died in the 
Catholic church, in the faith of his 
fathers, in which he was tenderly 
brought up by pious and devoted par- 
ents, with that child-like resignation 
so peculiar to the true christian. His 
disease was most painful, yet he suf- 
fered v/itiiout complaint. And feel- 
ing satisfied that he had done his 
duty to the best of his ability in the 
battle of life, he died in peace.
